A 
cow Is much smarter than she balks 
and more grateful than most persons 
woald believe 
So long as the cow s

An exfterieneed milkman w ill 
never allow any loud talkH g or e x ­ 
citem ent about his barn or stable, for 
the quieter the cow s are kept
